I’m 
proud of both Buzz and Woody because as movie 
characters, beyond just being toys, they have a lot of 
heart, which is important to me.

* If you want to feed the 

nearly 1,000 animals at Zoo 
Atlanta, you have to start in 
the commissary. That’s the 
kitchen, and it’s full of all 
kinds of delicious food, from 
fruits and veggies to your 
basic assortment of frozen 
mice, slimy little fish and 
even horse meat. Yummy! 

For nine years, head chef 
Gloria Hamor has fixed up 
the grub for zookeepers to 
feed to the animals. Who 
better to teach me? 

I spent part of a morning 
helping Gloria prepare 
some meals. That meant 
grabbing handfuls of 
mealworms and banana- 
flavored monkey chow, cupfuls 
of crickets, and the 
occasional frozen mouse. 

She’d show me a recipe for 
a specific animal’s meal, and 
I’d start filling up a bucket 
marked with the animal’s 
name. “Measure that to 
the nearest whole 
rodent,” she instructed 
me as I weighed out 
some frozen mice for 
one meal. “And don’t 
give the stork chicks 
too much. They eat 
like pigs.” It was a 



gooey job, but somebody had to do it. 
Fortunately, I got to wear gloves. 

Zoo Atlanta spends $ 136,000 per 
year to buy all that fruit, rodent chow, 
crickets (which Gloria orders by mail), 
and even human food such as cereal, 
peanut butter and Pop-Tarts. (These 
last three items are used to disguise 
the yucky taste of some medicines, 
which the animals may otherwise not 
accept. “Most animals, except reptiles, 
have a taste for peanut butter and 
jelly,” Gloria says.) 

Speaking of reptiles, Gloria’s live- 
food room features plenty of live mice 
and rats (to keep the snakes and 
lizards happy), along with some 
chickens (for pythons and crocodiles), 
red wiggler worms and all those 
crickets. Everything is in a cage or a 
box, although the crickets just hang 
it on egg cartons. 

Gloria also knows exactly what 
.each animal likes and 
.jL doesn’t like. But she 
makes sure none of the 
beasts get fat. “They get 
less movement and 
exercise here than in the 
wild,” Gloria explains. 

After creating some 
masterpiece meals, I 
washed my gross-smelling 
hands. It was time to 
deliver the goods to 
some hungry animals. 


Talk about eating anything. The rhino hornbill—a large, African bird with 
a gigantic beak (above)—eats this stuff every day: 8 ounces of special raw 
meat for birds of prey • 2 mice • 10 grams of crickets • 10 grams of

Dr. Rita 
removed the dozing snake from the 
tube and inserted a tiny gas line down 
its throat (bottom left). Finally, she 
examined the infection and scraped 
some skin off to examine later under a 


microscope. When she finished, we 
removed the gas line. Within minutes, 
the boa was slithering all over the 
place once again.
